Sir Walter Citrine was at great 
pains to insjst that the decision 
of the Trade Union Congress to 
admit no journalist who is not a 
member of the National Union of 
Journalists to the annual confer- 


ence was in no sensé an ifivasion 


of the freedom of the press, 

It is, of course, a flagfant and 
indefensible attack on freedom 
of the press, and that in at least 
two ways. The T.U.C. is attempf- 
ing to force all journalists into 
the National Union of Journalists 
and to compel the newspapers to 
employ only men and women 
who belong to that union: and it 
is preventing the papers from sé- 
lecting: for a particular piece of 
work the men who are most 
qualified for it. 

There is, ‘of course, no discrim- 
ination against the N.U.J. in any 
newspaper office may be- 
long to it, orto the Institute of 
Journalists, or to nothing -at all. 
They are there to do -their pro»4 
fessional work, and that is ali 
that matters to the firm.

Joseph Ellbeck (Joe) Wilson, 
%7, who died at his home, 811 St. 
Charles Street, early Tuesday 
afternoon, was the last of five 
sons of pioneer residents of Viv- 
toria, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Wilson, who came to Victoria in 
the early 60s, He would have 
been 78 next month 

Four brothers predeceased him. 
They were Biggerstaff, William, 
Goulding and Charles E. One 
sister, Mrs, J, W. Church, 46 
Dougias. Street, is the last sur- 
viving child of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Wilson, 

Joe Wilson was born in Victoria 
Feb. 5, 1867, and attended school 
here and in Switzerland. His 
father had arrived here in 1862 
in the sailing ship Silestia, via 
Cape Horn from England and 
,acquired the clothing firm of 
Hardy-Gillard, Later his brother 
Joseph arrived and the clothing 
firm became W. and J. Wilson, 
which jit has remained through- 
out the years, with a name that 
has become widely known across 
Canada and throughout the 
United States, 

In 1900 Joe Wilson became 
manager of the firm, on the death 
of his uncle Joseph. In 1922, 
when William Wilson died, his 
grandson, J Harold Wilson, en- 
tered the firm.
